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THE NEW PRESIDENT, 

Theodore Roosevelt is the youngest 
president of the United States, having 
arrived at that high honor at the age 
of forty-three. Al'bough of the same 
political party as his predecessor he 
is a very different personality; The 
feature of McKinley's public life was 
his conservatisin. He stood for the 
betterment of existing ‘conditions by 
the application of accustomed, means. 
McKinley was a materialist, im the 
better sense of the word. Roosevelt is 
an idealist,—o. theorist. But a man 
of high ideais and noble theories, and 
withal of ene~gy to an extreme degree. 
Rougbly speaking McKinley was 
strpng on protection, but weak on ex- 
pansioa, Roosevelt is strong on ex- 
pansion, and is popuiarly supposed to 
be les& in ‘avoord with thea methods of 
the combines which siand for the vis- 
ible resul*s of protection than was Mc- 
Kinley. Giving both Roosevelt and 
McKinley credit for the best of mo- 
tives there was an inter-dependence 
between McKinley and the combines 
that does not exist io the case of 
Rooseveli. He owes nothing to them 
in any part of his carcer. Un the con- 
trary it is commonly velieved that he 
was forced on the republican party 
against theic wishes by the wave of 
expansionist sentiment of which he 
was the accepted leader. The party 
found it necessary to choose him: for 
vice-president in making expansion 
the issue of the campaign, and so keep- 


ing in the background the is- 
sue of the combines, which 
was the strength of the  op- 


posite party. Rossevelt is  projb- 
ably less of a party wam than any,jof 
his predecessors. In O'her words his 
personality and his record have been 
Lis strength. before *>e war with Spain 
he had Secome Known as a champion 
of reform in the civil service, purity 
in politics and indcopendence of the 
party machine. When the war broke 
out he resigned the postiion of assist- 
ant secretary of the navy. and raised.a 
regiment wilt which he served with 
distinction in Cuba. As the direct re- 
sult of this somewhat spectacular pro- 
ceeding he become at once a popular 
idol, and had to be reckoned with 
for the presiden¢y. What he may 
do when charged with the vast re- 
sponsibilities of the presidency remains 
to be scen, but he enters upon his 
duties with ¢,¢lean record, in the pub- 
lic service and a reputation for pure 
patriotism which cannot be challeng- 
ed. He represents the better elemenis 
in United States politics, and social 
life, and it is ta be hoped, as it is to 
be expected, that nis presidency will 
be to the advantage of the great coun- 
try whose chief magistrate be is, and 
thereby to the civilized, worid.

DOWN IN A COAL MINE 

The difficulties of mining coal, even 
in a locality where it is so generally 
plentiful as here, is shown by a walk 
through some of the mines whose tun- 
nels run under the town with an open- 
ing on the hill face in front. Lasi. 
week a member of the Bulletin staff 
had an opportunity of seeing how. a, 
mine is opened up and) the -oai re- 
moved. The labor which this inyol- 
ves is enormous. The ‘nine being 
opened up is one of John Milner’s, lo- 
cated in the eastern end of town en 
the property formerly worked by Bill 
@homas. The coal is of excellent 
quality along this stretch, but is dif- 
licult of access. The new shaft which 
Mr .Milner is driving in is now, 700 
leet in the bank. Its object is io 
strike the coal beds beyond all pre- 
vious shafts and tunnels, and to da 
this much work is involved for which 
there is no corresponding revenue, for 
the shaft runs through and crosses the 
shaft and rooms of W. Thomas’ mine, 
ground from which the coal has been 
largely removed before. For the first 
lifty feet im the shaft the light of day 
penetrates, then the spluttering light 
of the litile oil lamp, necomes very 
welcome tor the floor is a, mass of 
sticky, juicy, clay, caused by incessant 
drip from the roof, ‘and the footpath 
on the two-by-four coal truck rails 
is 4 rather precarious one. The deep- 
er in the mine the damper it becomes; 


‘daylight is long ago left behind and 


the iamps cast just light enough to 
make the darkness visable. To keep 
a mine from caving it is necessary to 
crib it up.on both ‘op and sides as the 
surnnel progresses. Large posts are 
placed in along the walls every three 
ject apart and _= stringers placed 
across them on the top. Behind the 
posts and above these stringers slabs 
are placed forming a roof and sides. 
when 200 feet in the tunnnel comes to 
an abrupi termination against a bank 
half clay and half coal. The lower 
part is clay and the vpper half a 
solid ledge of coal. This, however, is 
only one of the supporting .pillars of 
the former operator, Thomas, anil is 
not the solid seam which the shaft 
is intended to strike. walk down 
this shaft and a glance at the work 
involved gives an idea of the labor 
and expense of opening a mine. The 
foal, when mi ed,is run out in trucks 
down. a rough track and dumped on in- 
clined sieves which separates the slack, 
or small cheap coal from the ordinary 
variety. : ‘ z 
Electric mining machinery not be- 
ing yet in use here, all the coal taken 
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out is mined with the primitive pick 
and shovel, the operator kneeling or 
sitting in a crouching position while 
he digs the dusky dianionds. When 
the truck is loaded another workman 
pushes it out to the dump. Every 
four feet in the tunnel has:to be crib- 
hed and roofed. If the householder 
who complains of the size of his coal 
bill would but take a walk downi the 
gloomy cavern from which his fuel is 
mined, and see the places where the 
miners in perpetual night, dig out the 
coal, he would never again think \that 
$2.50 per ton was a big .price to pa 
for his fuel. : { 

Though coal seams run under the 
town in many places, e g from 
the old Donald mine east to Rat 
Creek, where the deposits run out, 
there is a possibility of a dearth of 
fuel withip a very few years; or at 
least a difficulty in procuring it.So 
many mines have been i and no 
plan ever put on record of their differ- 
ent shafts and rooms that to open a 
mine is now a much more _ difficul: 
matter than it would have been had 
a system been observed ‘in years gone 


by. The possibilities of caving in are 


also more pronounced than they would 


otherwise have been, anti the expense 


i and rating is more than 
Gpubled. "So great is this difficulty 
becoming that legislation is being 


sought for requiring that a a miner 


must be either experienced or else 


record a plan of his workings in any 


operations carried op hereafter.

©. PB. R. land comnfissioner Griffin 
have arrived in the city, after a three 
weeks’ drive through £90 miles of what 
Mr. Hamilton says an American would 
call “the finest block of land that, lies 
out of doors.” This land comprises 
about 25,000,000 acres and was cover- 
ed by the two C. P, R. viticiala from 
Wetaskiwir. througa Battleford east, 
north to the Vermilion lakes, across 
into the Blackioot hills, then to the 
Saskatchewan river, from there south 
to the Trapping lake dis‘rict, and eas! 
again to Sasixatvon. 

Said Mr. Hamilton: “What we saw 
confirms the view I have taken that 
here lies one of the richest tracts of 
land in the world. We found that get- 
tlers have pushed their way in and are 
located not only on land all along the 
railway, hot 100 miles on each, side of 
it. Tbe soil in all parts we saw is of 
the richest, and timber and water 
plentifu', except an eastern tract lying 
south of the Eagle Hills, where timber 
is scarce. In the Battleford district, 
lying 120 miles from the railway we 
found exceller: fields of zrain being 
Grown, but in the majority of ithe 
farthest districts cattie raising is the 
chief industry. Settlers are pusbing 
their way out from Caigary and Ed- 
monton east ag far az the Buck lakes, 
100 rmailes from the railway.” 

“Game throughout this district was 
very plentiful, in tact, too .plentiful. 
We were told that the prairie chickens 
were so thick, tbat disease “among 
them had developed and they were dy- 
ing off in thousands." This, I am 
told, occuts about every seven years, 
when the ravages of the disease is 
much more destructive than that 
wrought by the hunters after feather- 
ed game. There is no scarcity of fresh 
meats, however, and in many of ‘the 
farming districts or ranching proper- 
ties the owner has his own game pre- 
served. e ‘ ‘ 

“On this tract of .twently-five mils 
lions of acres there is ne reason,* 
lions of acres thera is no reason, why 
five hundred million bushels of wheat 
could not be raised and this will be 
the case some day not far, distant.”

NORTH-WEST PUBLIC WORKS. 

From J. S Dennis, deputy commis- 
sioner of pudiic works, jor the Terri- 
tories, the Builet'n has gathered the 
following informatio regarding the 
more important road _ improvement 
works being carried on by the local 
governme"* in the three local electoral 
distriets of Edmonton, St. Albert and 
Victoria. ee 

The Morinville ditch, is ten miles in 
jength and will actua'iy drain or give 
drainage to the swamps lying between 
the £4. Albert settlement 3nd Morin- 
ville. Starting from the vicinity of 
Morinville post office on the north 
line of township 55, range 25, it follows 
the road allowance along the west side 
of sections 34, 27, 22, 15, 10, and} 3 in 
that township) to its south line. In 
township 54 it follaws the west side 


of sections 33, Z8°apd the north half 
of 21. At this point the ditch is three 
and a balf miles north of St. Albert 
bridge. From the centre of 21 it turns 
soutnwesterly across sections 20 and 
18 of the same township emptying in- 
to Carrot Creek at the township line. 
For eight miles and a half the ditch 
follows the road allowance, except for 
a few minor deviations. Work is 
linished from the outlet inte Carrot 
Creek to witkin a aiile ard a half of 
Morinville. The good resuits of the 
ditch are already apparent, as the 
swamps have been drained all along 
ihe line of the ditch, and the opyor- 
tunity is afforded ‘o drain those on 
either side into it as well. The gov- 
ernment having supplied the district 
with a trunk Jive of drainage it is ex- 
pected that the statute labor districts 
adjoining wil! cut the recessary tri- 
foutary ditches. This applies tc the 
driinage ol the road allowance from 
the point at which’ the ditch leaves it 
to the rear ot St. Albert settlement. 
about two miles. : 

The first object of the ditch was not 
so much to drain the swamps as to se- 
cure a good road from the Morinville 
settlement apd the couniry behind it 
io St. Albert. This could only be done 
by the construction of the ditch. The 
earth taken out is placed on the npad 
way and wil! be smoothed dowa with 
the road grader.. The Ceepest cut is 
six feet. am Eccles, of Spruce Grove, 
is the contractor. The work will be 
completed this fall,. at a cost of about 
$3.506. , 

Probably the next largest work in 
hand is the improvemert of the road 
to Stony Plaic, on ibe 14th base line, 
througa the tamarac swamp extending 
about four miles from  Goodridge’s 
Creek, west of town, to the edge of ihe 
Plair. A great deal of work has been 
done on this piece of road) during the 
past three years, the greater part hav- 
ing beeo corduroyed. It is expected 
that it willbe permanently improved 
throughout beiore frost sets in this 
fall. Here too the maiu feature of the 
work is # dtch which parallels the 
road way from the edge of the Plain 
to Goodridge’s Creek. Aithough not 
yet completed this ditch has drained 
the pond at tbe west side of the swamp 
and when completed will drain the 
water all the way across. The deep- 
est cut is five feet. The work will be 
done by the day under a vompetent 
joreman. 

There will also be about 1,000 feet 
of corduroy put in ai the east efid oi 
the swamp and tbe whole of the cordu- 
roy will be covered wilh ten inches of 
clay. Mr. Souci has the contract of 
the corduroy and clay covering. 

East of Fort Saskatchewan a ditch 
six miles in length is being dug to 
ensure a dry roadway from the Fort 
to the base of the Beaver Hills in the 
Josephburg settlement. The ditch is 
along the road allgwance north of 
township 54 from the base of the hills 
west to the centre of section ?, town- 
ship 55. It there turns northwesterly 
through sectious 2 und 3 of the same 
jownsbip and enters Ross Creck in 
river lot 5, Fort Saskatchewan set- 
tlement. There is beavy work on this 
ditch, some of the cuts being 10 feet 
deep. The criginal contractor failed 
to complete the work and the contract 
was re-ijet to. Thos. Ryan, who 
js pushing the work and will 
have it completed = this fall. 
This ditch will drain a yery large 
swamp lying: along the foot of the 
Beaver Hills besides a pumber of 
smaller swamps along its route, and 
will ensure a dry road from the large 
settlements in the hitis to Fort Sas- 
katche wap: 

Among the many minor, works being 
carried on not the least importan’ is 
the imgvovement of the Clover Bar 
trail from the south end of the bridge 
across the M*"! Creek flat to the head 
of Dowler’s grade. There is very 
heavy travel on this piece of road and 
it has been placed in excellent shape. 
The hill has been widened and the 
grade reduced. Tbe road across the 
ilat has been graded up all the way. 

Duriug the summer preliminary sur- 
veys have been made with a view to 
further road improvements and drain- 
age in the neat tuture. A survey has 
been made of the road due north of 
town to the Sturgeon anc the country 
along it with a view, to draining Fav- 
el’s ‘ake which l’es directly across the 
road, into the Second Rat Creek. An- 
other survey has been made along the 
St. Albert trail looking to the drain- 
ing of Horse end Long lakes ‘nto Rat 
Creek so as to ensure a dry road to St. 
Albert. Surveys have also been made 
east of Strathcona looking to the dry- 
ing of the road two miles south of the 
14th base line eastward to tha Eeaver 
fills. Besid:- these, surveys have 
been made for a nunjber of smaller 
ditches at other points vo drain indi- 
vidual ponds, and for a large number 
of diversions of road aliowance: around 
impassable places. 

The public works department has 
also either comp'eted this season or Las 
in progress nine bridges in the three 
local distr'cts mentioned. These are 
all being erected by day labor under 
the supervision of a competent build- 
er, the local governmert having adopt- 
ed this as the system most certain to 
ensure efficiency and economy. The 
bridges are on the following streams 
end trai’s:

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THE HARVEST. 

Harvesting operations have been 
brought to a full stop by the storm of 
Saturday night, and it wiil be some 
days at best before they cam be resum- 
ed. Fortunately very little gra‘n re- 
mains to be ¢ut in the older setile- 
ments, and stacking has been in pro- 
gress for some days. Reports from 
the distric's cast of Fort Saskatche- 
wan, Josephburg, Bruderheim, Star, 
Wostok and Beaver iake are that the 
grain ‘s practically ail cut and some 
of it in stack. R. Logan, of West 
Beaver lake had all his grain cut and 
was starting to thresh on Friday (last. 
Horse Hills, Steny Plain, Clover Bar 
and Agricola are well forward. of 
course any grain now uncut will be 
saved with difficulty and deiay, but 
speaking oi the whole district all the 
wheat and barley and nearly all the 


oats are already cut. 
a ee 


NORTHERN FUR. 

One of the best and probably the 
largest single consignment of fur ever 
shipped out of the north was brought 
in last week consigned to McDougall 
& Secord, from. Hislop & Nagle’s trad- 
ing posts en the Alhabasca. and, Mac- 
kenzie rivers and on Great Slave lake. 
Tue estimated vajue of the con ignment 
was $65,500, and it included among 
others the foliowing furs, 6376 marten, 
1024 mink, i275 beaver, 195 musk ox, 
23 silver fox, 1 black fox worth ap- 
proximately, $500, and 10,630 rats. 
Besides these the lot included bear, 
wolverine, red fox, and the pelts of al- 
most every other fur-bearing animal 
which makes its home in the north. On 
Friday the firm shipped away to ‘Lon- 
don, England, to be put up af the 
sales next March, a consignment valu- 
ed at $38,000. This was part of the 
shipment which arrived from the 
north last week. . 

London is the great fur mart of the 
world. Here, during the March and 
June sales of Lampson & Co., and the 
Hudsen’s Bay Co., the two great fur 
prokers of the world, is put up for 
sale by competition the fur which) has 
been gathered from the four points of 
ihe compass and more purticularliy 
from those regions in which the fur 
trade is the chief industry. In; the 
shipments of the na*ions North Ameri- 
ca is not behind, and at no point iin 
North America is there a greater first 
market for the raw fur tham at Ed- 
monton. The aggregate of the fur 
shipments of three firms doing busi- 
ness here, the Hudson’s Bay Co., Ross 
Bros., and McDougail & Secord, js 
enormous. Just what the total ag- 
eregate would be it is difficult to com- 
pute, but the size of the shipment. of 
Messrs. McDougall & Secord alone will 
give an idea iof the vastness of the 
total. 

A few years ago the fur trade 
of the Athabasca, Peace and Mac- 
kenzie river regions was entirely con- 
trolled by the Tiudson’s Bay Co. More 
recently the free trader pushed his 
way into the woods and built his mod- 
est trading shack on the shores of the 
noribern lakes and. rivers. With 
competition the business broadened 
out. Big firms sent out their traders 
with '“g outfits and these iraders 
erub-staked the trapper and hunter 
until throughout the north there were 
few spots where iur was procurable 
that the post of the trader was not 
found. Wherever a post of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, stood there also 
was found the post of the independent 
trader. Surely and swiftly now the 
trade is being concentrated again, 
not in the hands of one but in the 
control of several large concerns. In- 
dividual trading is passing away, and 
large outfitting houses are. monopoliz- 
ing the trade. Their agents are every- 
where, and capital is revolutionizing 
the fur trade as it is; every; other in- 
dustry. < ‘ 

The amount ot goods sent into the 
north each year by these trading 
houses is only equailed by the value of 
the fur shipments sent oui. Trans- 
portation tacilities in the north are 
crude cven yet. These vast supplies 
are sent down the Athabasca in rough, 
open flat boats from the Landing; to 
which point they are transported over 
the 96 miles of road from Edmonton 
Uy freighters’ wagons Down the 
Athabasca, during the high water of 
spring, when the river has cleared’ of 
ice, the boats are guided with oar and 
sweep. Past the perilous spots where 
rapids and rocks would endanger the 
safety of the cargo the soows are 


warped slowly down by iines. 
At the Smith. portage Naviga- 
tion «is interrupted, and the 


bales of gvods are unloaded from 
the boats and carried on the backs of 
the boatmen or with the assistance of 
the few horses there, taken over the 
mile of sand hill to the navigation 
below. Across Great Slave lake the 
crafts are sailed or towed by steamer, 
disiributing their supplies along the 
posts en route, after which the journey 
is continued down the Mackenzie as 
far as Indians and fur are, ta tbe 
found or business to be done. 
The bringing out of the fur is even 
more laborious, as the laden _scows 
have an up-strenm journey all the 
way to the Landing. Trackers tow 
ithe boats with infinite labor against 
ihe current, ‘he journey from far 
down tiver points occupying ali of two 
months. At Edmon‘on the furs fresh- 
ly baled are shipped away to the marts 
of England, whence many of them 
return in the dressed state to be made 
up in the fur goods sq generaily used 
in Canada; and the United States, 
whiie some of the rarest and more 
valuabie fur supplies the royalty, no- 
bility and wealth of Europe. .- 


Calgary. 
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A VERY STRANGE SEASON. 

Since the comment on “A Strange 
Season,” appearing in another column 
was written avother change has oc- 
curred which furtber demonstrates the 
strangeness of the season. 

Friday and Saturday last were some- 
what threatening, but nothing occur- 
red to interfere with harvesting opera- 
tion which were pushed vigorously last 
week in every settlement, Saturday 
fight a slight rain ten to fall 
which turned to snow before morning. 

On Sunday morning the eountry was 
covered with several inches of wet 
snow. Any groin stiil standing would 
necessarily be flattened by the weight, 
and in town ornamental trees suf- 
fered severely, many branches being 
broken by the weight of snow. The 
jleaves were only changing color and 
had scarcely yet begun to fall, so 
th. the wet snow took full effect. 

Srow continued to fall during Sun- 
day and Sunday night, but the amount 
was smal]! and the depth of snow was 
not increased as the ground was thaw- 
ing wh«t lay on it. i ’ 

Whis (Monday) morning sniaw has 
ceased to fall but the sky is still 
cloudy. The thermometer showed five 
degrees of frost Jast night,—-the cold- 
est yet,--but the snow is melting rap- 
idly now. There ‘s no doubt that it 
will leave the roads in bad{ condition. 
Fortunately throughout the snow fall 
there was very little wind. 

The storm) extended all over the 
Northwest. Snow was falling this 
morning at Battleford, Prince Albert 
Saskatoon, Regina, Swift Current and 
Saitcoats in the Territories, and af 
Min edosa, and Russell in Manitoba. 
ihe CC. P. RR. telegraph iine

work. j 


Farmer Tomkins went to Winnipeg, 
after treaty payments here, to bring 
home his son Peter who has been at- 
tending school in the city some three 
years. Mr. Peter Erasmus is acting 
farmer in the absence of Mr. Tomkins. 

The agency, and farm gardens at 
both lakes, and the mission gardens 
at the three lakes, show, excellent re- 
turns, All tha* gardeners have had to 
do this year, bave sbeen to put in the 
seed properly and take out the weeds 
promptiy. : 3 

Geprge Mann, Jr., has done good 
work on the new ranch since he start- 
ed in the early spring of this. year. He 
has completed a neat house, stable, 
put in garden, and, fenced ail around. 
Besides this he has aiready put up the 
greater part of the 125 tons of hay 
required for winter. 

The agent’ has finished the three 
new, buildings begun last season. 
They are each 20 by 40, frame, steel 
shingled, andj situated sui‘able dis- 
tances apart, close to and north of the 
agent’s residence. The Indians got 
out the timber which was sawn into 
lumber by the reservation mill. 


Mr. Batty, the farmer at the agency, 


‘has completed important changes in 


his premises. The old store-bouse has 
been moved to a few sile on the river 
bank; and the horse stable, that stood 
ineonveniently dowy the steep hill, 
has been = fidaced on a new 
foundation, and erected in a_ line 
with the other building. These two 
structures will be used as stables. 

Indians from this end of the reserve 
have repaireu roads, on the highway 
southward, 20 miles, making bridges, 
cutting pew switches, and levelling up 
generally. Bridges have also been 
made on Stoney and Little Cache 
creeks, toward the agency. The 
white residents substantially con- 
tributed to this important work. 

The only method of securing freight 
from Edmonton is by scow, down the 
Saskatchewan. Rafts of supplies were 
brought down the river by the Metho- 
dist and Catholic missions of Saddle 
lake, including also freight for Egg 
lake, Good Fish and White Fish 
lakes, A Battleford raft landed sup- 
plies at Victoria for missionaries Glass 
aud Lawford. Messrs. Mitchell, of 
Victoria, Borwick’ and D. Hawk, “of 
Egg lake south, and Rey. Mr. Mathe- 
son, have brought down large supplies 
by river.
